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GA PLENARY - KHMER 

GA BEGAN DEBATE NOV. 26 ON "RESTORATION OF LAWFUL RIGHTS 
OF GRUNK IN UN" AND HEARD STATEMENTS BY KHMER FONMIN, 

EIGHT COSPONSORS OF PRO-GRUNK RES - ALGERIA, SENEGAL, 
DAHOMEY, CHINA, SYRIA, ALBANIA, YUGOSLAVIA, MADAGASCAR - 
AND FIVE COSPONSORS OF ASEAN RES - THAILAND, PARAGUAY, 
SINGAPORE, JAPAN - AND REP OF LAOS. TWO DRAFT RESES BEFORE 
GA ARE: 37-POWER (L. 733) WHICH WOULD RESTORE LAWFUL 
RIGHTS OF GRUNK IN UN AND EXPEL REPS OF LON NOL GROUP; 

AND 23-POWER (ASEAN) RES (L. 737/REV.l) WHICH WOULD 
URGE INDIGENOUS PARTIES DIRECTLY CONCERNED TO HOLD TALKS 
WITH VIEW TO ACHIEVING PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF QUESTION 
OF CAMBODIA. SAUDI ARABIA SUBMITTED AMENDMENTS TO 
BOTH RESES WHICH WILL BE ISSUED AS L. 744 AND L. 745. 

REQUEST FOR PRIORITY FOR ASEAN DRAFT RES WAS OPPOSED 
BY ALGERIA, CHINA, DAHOMEY, ALBANIA AND YUGOSLAVIA. LIST 
OF SPEAKERS WAS CLOSED AT 6:00 P.M. 

BAROODY'S (SAUDI ARABAI) PROPOSALS WOULD AMEND BOTH RESES 
SO THAT THEY WOULD RECOGNIZE THAT WHILE GRUNK EXERCISES 
AUTHORITY OVER SEGMENT OF CAMBODIA, GKR STILL HAS CONTROL 
OVER PREPONDERANT NUMBER OF CAMBODIAN PEOPLE, AND INTER 
ALIA CALL ON ALL POWERS WHICH HAVE BEEN INFLUENCING TWO 
PARTIES TO CONFLICT TO USE THEIR GOOD OFFICES FOR CONCILIATION 
AND REQUEST SYG TO LEND APPROPRIATE ASSISTANCE AND REPORT 
TO 30TH GA. 

ALGERIAN REP RAHAL, STATING LON NOL REGIME MAINTAINED 
ITSLEF ONLY WITH SUPPORT OF US ARMS, ASSERTED THAT THIS WAS 
NOT "CIVIL WAR" BUT "NEO-COLONIALIST AGGRESSION" AGAINST 
INDEPENDENT STATE. HE ASKED IF THOSE OPPOSING 37-POWER 
DRAFT WERE NOT IN EFFECT SUPPORTING "US INTERVENTION" 

IN REGIME OF SOUTHEAST ASIA. URGING ADOPTION OF 37-POWER 
DRAFT, HE DECLARED THAT GA HAD BEEN PREVENTED FROM ADOPTING 
IT LAST YEAR BY "PROCEDURAL MANEUVER" AND GA SHOULD NOT 
HESITATE IN MAKING ITS DECISION BETWEEN "FOREIGN AGGRESSION" 
AND "WILL OF PEOPLE." REQUEST FOR PRIORITY FOR OTHER DRAFT 
THIS YEAR WAS "VERY REVEALING," AND HE "DENOUNCED THESE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MANEUVERS." 

SENEGALESE REP FALL CHARGED THAT US CONTINUED TO INTERVENE 
IN CAMBODIA WITH 1600 "CIVILIAN" OFFICERS WORKING AGAINST 
STRUGGLE OF CAMBODIAN PEOPLE FOR THEIR NATIONAL LIBERATION. 
HE CLAIMED CAMBODIAN PEOPLE REJECTED "SUPERPOWER INTER- 
VENTION" AND SAID GRUNK HAD SUPPORT OF "THIRD WORLD" 

AND NEARLY ALL PEOPLE OF WORLD, INCLUDING MOST IN US. 

DAHOMEAN REP ADJIBADE DENIED THAT GRUNK WAS GOVT-IN-EXILE, 
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DECLARED THAT GA SHOULD NOT BECOME ACCOMPLICE IN "FACE- 
SAVING MANEUVER" OR DELAYING TACTIC, AND CALLED FOR REJECTION OF 
ASEAN DRAFT. HE SAW SIMILARITY BETWEEN SITUATIONS IN 
CAMBODIA AND CYPRUS, WHERE ATTEMPTS WERE BEING MADE TO BRING 
CYPRUS UNDER NATO UMBRELLA. 

HUANG HUA (CHINA) ASSERTED THAT "SO-CALLED QUESTION OF 
CAMBODIA HAD BEEN CREATED SOLELY BY US AGGRESSION 
AGAINST CAMBODIA." HE CLAIMED THAT CAMBODIAN PEOPLES 
ARMED FORCES ALREADY LIBERATED 90 PERCENT OF TOTAL TERRITORY 
AND 80 PERCENT OF POPULATION, EXTENSIVE OFFENSIVES WERE 
BEING LAUNCHED TO WIPE OUT REMAINING FORCES OF LON NOL 
CLIQUE, GRUNK MINISTRIES HAD MOVED BACK TO CAMBODIA AND 
WERE EFFECTIVELY EXERCISING GOVT POWER, AND LON NOL CLIQUE 
WAS "HEADED FOR DOOM." HE CALLED "PEACE TALKS" PROPOSAL 
"CLUMSY FARCE" STAGE-MANAGED BY US. QUESTION OF CAMBODIA 
INVOLVED DEFENSE OF INDEPENDENCE, SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY OF MEMBER STATE AND WAS MATTER FOR WORLD COMMUNITY. 
HE OPPOSED PRIORITY FOR OTHER RES. 

THAI REP PANYARACHUN POINTED OUT THAT DRAFT RES L. 733 
TOOK "DANGEROUS" POSITION THAT UN SHOULD IMPOSE ON KHMER 
PEOPLE THE LEADERSHIP OF GOVT-IN-EXILE. COUNTRIES OF SOUTHEAST 
ASIA WHO WERE AMONG SPONSORS OF RES L. 737/REV. 1 WANTED 
PROBLEM SOLVED PEACEFULLY BY KHMER PEOPLE THEMSELVES. 

HE STRESSED THAT PRESENT LEGITIMATE LEADERSHIP HAD EFFECTIVE 
CONTROL AND SUPPORT OF MAJOR PORTION OF POPULATION, AND 
POINTED OUT THAT IN CIVIL WAR-TYPE SITUATION GOVT-IN-EXILE 
HAD NO STATUS UNDER INTERNATIONAL LAW AND THIRD PARTY 
WHICH TOOK ITS SIDE COMMITTED ACT OF INTERFERENCE IN 
INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF ANOTHER STATE. ONLY PARTS OF KHMER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REPUBLIC UNDER FOREIGN OCCUPATION WERE THOSE WHICH WERE 
CONTROLLED BY NORTH VIETNAMESE, HE ADDED. 

PARAGUAYAN REP BARREIRO OBSERVED THAT CERTAIN STATES 
WERE DEMANDING THAT GA RESTORE MONARCHY AGAINST WISHES OF 
PEOPLE OF COUNTRY. WHERE WOULD UN BE LED IF IT WERE ASKED 
TO VIOLATE CHARTER PRINCIPLES? HE ASKED. WAS GA EXPECTED 
TO LEGITIMIZE GOVT THAT WAS OUTSIDE COUNTRY AND ILLEGITIMIZE 
ONE THAT WAS BASED IN CAPITAL OF KHMER REPUBLIC? NO GROUP 
OF STATES SHOULD DARE TO THORWO OVERBOARD RULES THAT 
MADE HARMONY AMONG NATIONS POSSIBLE, EVEN IF THAT GROUP 
HELD MAJORITY OF VOTES, BARREIRO DECLARED. 

KOH (SINGAPORE) STATED THAT UN MEMBER STATES SHOULD 
NOT BE "CALLED UPON COLLECTIVELY TO MAKE JUDGMENTS ON INTERNAL 
PROBLEMS" FOR TO DO SO WOULD BE TO "ESTABLISH PRECEDENT 
WHICH IS FRAUGHT WITH DANGEROUS CONSEQUENCES" FOR UN AND 
ITS MEMBERS. SINGAPORE'S POSITION WAS BASED ON "PRINCIPLE AND 
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NOT ANCHORED TO ANY PARTICULAR PERSONALITY," HE SAID. 

SYRIAN REP KELANI ARGUED THAT CAMBODIA WAS INVADED FROM 
OUTSIDE, ITS LEGITIMATE GOVT OVERTHROWN, AND GA HAD DUTY 
TO END FOREIGN INTERVENTION AND MILITARY OCCUPATION OF 
THAT COUNTRY. 

KHMER FONMIN KEUKY LIM RECALLED HIS PRIMIN'S APPEAL TO UN 
MEMBERS TO USE ALL THEIR INFLUENCE TO PROMOTE RETURN OF PEACE TO 
CAMBODIA. HE NOTED MANY PERSONS THOUGHT KHMER REPUBLIC 
PERMANENTLY SHELTERED US FORCES, BUT STATED THAT IN FACT 
THERE WERE FEWER THAN 200 AMERICANS IN IS COUNTRY, 

INCLUDING EMBASSY STAFF. HE RENEWED OFFER TO ACCEPT UN 
MISSION TO INVESTIGATE "SO-CALLED AMERICAN FORCES," 

AND SUGGESTED "OUR ADVERSARIES" ALSO OPEN THEIR AREAS TO 
SUCH MISSION. SPEAKING OF DRAFT RES TO EXPEL LON NOL REPS, 

HE SAID THAT WHEN REGIME HAD BEEN IN OFFICE FOR MORE THAN 
FOUR YEARS ITS LEGITIMACY WAS NOT USUALLY OPEN TO DEBATE. 

HE OUTLINED DEVELOPMENTS SINCE SIHANOUK ABDICATED THRONE IN 
1955 AND NOTED LON NOL WON 56 PERCENT OF VOTES IN 1972 
PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION; SO-CALLED GRUNK HAD BEEN SET UP 
AFTER FORMER CHIEF OF STATE WAS DEPOSED BY NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. 

HE WELCOMED DRAFT RES CALLING FOR TALKS BETWEEN PARTIES, 
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AND WAS CONVINCED THAT "MEN OF GOOD SENSE" ON OTHER SIDE 
WOULD BE NUMEROUS ENGOUGH TO GET IDEOLOGICAL FANATICS TO 
REVERSE THEIR OPPOSITION. 
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MOVE AFOOT TO POSTPONE IT BY MANEUVER, ACCUSED US OF 
DIABOLIC HEGEMONY IN ASIA AREA, SAID US AID INCREASED 
TO $700 MILLION IN PAST YEAR, US LED ALL MILITARY 
OPERATIONS AGAINST LIBERATION FORCES IN CAMBODIA, US 
WAS CONCEALED BEHIND SPONSORS OF DRAFT RES L. 737/ 

REV. 1, WHICH WAS NOTHING MORE THAN PROPOSAL OF LON NOL 
CLIQUE. HE ALSO ACCUSED THAI GOVT OF SUPPORTING US IMPERIALISTS 
IN CAMBODIA. 

SAITO (IAPAN) STRESSED THAT FIGHTING WAS GOING ON IN 
CAMBODIA AND QUESTION CONFRONTING GA WITH UTMOST 
URGENCY WAS WHAT IT COULD DO TO HELP KHMER PEOPLE TO RESTORE 
PEACE. "WHAT IS NEEDED IN NOT RES CHANGING CAMBODIA'S 
REPRESENTATION, BUT ALL-OUT EFFORT TO PROMOTE CEASE-FIRE, 

AND EVENTUALLY A FAIR AND LASTING SETTLEMENT, REFLECTING 
REALITIES IN CAMBODIA, WHICH WILL BE ACCEPTED BY MAJORITY 
OF KHMER PEOPLE AND RESPECTED BY ALL STATES." SUCH A 
DECISION WOULD MOVE STRAIGHT TOWARD ACHIEVING ACTION 
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REQUIRED - DIRECT TALKS - WITH VIEW TO ACHIEVING 
PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT. HE WAS FULLY CONVINCED SYG WOULD 
EXERT HIS UTMOST EFFORTS TO HELP BRING ABOUT PEACEFUL 
TALKS ENVISAGED IN ASEAN PROPOSAL. 

YUGOSLAV REP PETRIC SPOKE OF HUGE FOREIGN SUPPORT FOR LON 
NOL GROUP'S WAR EFFORT. AND SAID THAT ALL COUNTRIES WHICH 
WERE ATTEMPTING TO LIVE BY CHARTER AND PROMOTE THEIR 
OWN RIGHTS TO MORE SECURE AND MEANINGFUL PLACE IN INTER- 
NATIONAL RELATIONS SHOULD E WORRIED AND WATCHFUL, FOR 
THERE WAS A PATTERN IN SOME OF PUTSCHES CARRIED OUT 
IN CAMBODIA, CHILE AND CYPRUS AND AIMED AT CHANGING THEIR 
INDEPENDENT, SOVEREIGN AND NON-ALIGNED POSITION. URGING 
SUPPORT FOR PRO-GRUNK RES, HE STRONGLY OPPOSED MOTION 
FOR PRIORITY FOR ASEAN RES. 

SIKIVOU (FIJI) ASKED WHAT AUTHORITY UN HAD TO OVERRIDE 
DECISION OF KHMER PARLIAMENT AND WHICH GOVTS IN UN OR 
COSPONSORS OF DRAFT RES WOULD PERMIT INTERFERENCE IN THEIR 
INTERNAL AFFAIRS AS WAS PROPOSED IN L. 733. WHAT WAS 
JUSTIFICATION FOR UN TO SINGLE OUT KHMER TO BE INTERFERED 
WITH? "WE DO NOT SEE ANY SPECIAL VIRTUE IN UN PLAYING 
LEADING ROLE IN RESTORATION OF A CONSTITUTIONALLY REJECTED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HEAD OF STATE," HE SAID, ADDING THE MORE CAREFULLY HE 
EXAMINED THE IMPLICATIONS OF THE DRAFT RES THE MORE 
LUDICROUS IT SEEMED. HE ASKED UN NOT TO ENCOURAGE 
FIGHTING IN KHMER AND SUPPORTED RES L. 737/REV. I AS POSITIVE 
AND CONSTRUCTIVE. 

RABETAFIKA (MADAGASCAR) DECLARED THAT THE PROBLEM 
CONCERNED THE UNDESIRABLE PRESENCE IN CAMBODIA OF A POWER 
WHICH HAD MADE ITSELF KNOWN BY ITS TACTICS OF PRESSURE. 
INTIMIDATION AND PROVOCATION, AND EVEN OF AGGRESSION 
AND INVASION. UN HAD NO CHOICE BUT TO SEEK MOST APPROPRIATE 
MEANS OF THWARTING FOREIGN INTERVENTION IN CAMBODIA. ONLY 
COURSE WAS TO RECOGNIZE GRUNK AND RESTORE ITS LEGAL RIGHTS 
IN UN. 

SARDON (MALAYSIA) BELIEVED THAT INSCRIPTION OF ITEM VIOLATED 
CHARTER ART. 2 (7), CONCLUDED THAT GOVT-IN-EXILE CONTINUED 
TO OPERATE OUTSIDE ITS NATIONAL TERRITORY 
BECAUSE IT DID NOT ENJOY POPULAR SUPPORT OF PEOPLE 
OF CAMBODIA, SAID GA WOULD BE TAKING UNLAWFUL ACTION 
IF IT WERE TO RESTORE RIGHTS OF GRUNK IN UN, CITED 
SALUTARY EXAMPLE OF LAOS, AND WHOLE- 
HEARTEDLY SUPPORTED 23-POWER ASEAN RES. 

PANYA (LAOS) EXPLAINED THAT BECAUSE OF NEUTRALITY 
HIS DEL REFUSED TO CHOOSE BETWEEN CAMBODIAN PARTIES; 
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CONFLICT IN CAMBODIA PITTED CAMBODIAN AGAINST EACH OTHER, 
AND LAOS REGARDED IT AS INTERNAL MATTER. WHAT HAD BEEN 
ACCOMPLISHED IN LAOS MIGHT BE REPEATED IN CAMBODIA, 

HE SAID, ADDING THERE SEEMED TO BE NO INSURMOUNTABLE OB- 
STACLES TO THAT EVENTUALITY, ALL THAT WAS NEEDED WAS TO 
LEAVE THE CAMBODIAN TO THEMSELVES AND AVOID ANY ACTION 
THAT APPEARED TO BE SUPPORT FOR ONE PARTY. HIS DEL 
WOULD ABSTAIN ON RESES, WHILE DEPLORING SITUATION.

COMITE ALSO RECEIVED DRAFT RES L. 2140 WHICH WOULD HAVE GA 
REQUEST UNHCR TO ESTABLISH A BODY TO WHICH PERSONS 
CLAIMING BENEFIT OF CONVENTION ON REDUCTION OF STATELESSNESS 
MIGHT APPLY, WITH ARRANGEMENTS REVIEWED AT OR BEFORE 3 1ST 
GA. STATEMENTS ON THESE DRAFT RESES AND DRAFT RES L. 2136 
ON WORK OF UNHCR WERE MADE BY REPS OF BELGIUM, UK, ALGERIA,

FOLLOWING DELS EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR CONFERENCE OF 
PLENIPOTENTIARIES ON TERRITORIAL ASYLUM: BELGIUM, ALGERIA, 
AUSTRIA, FRG, GHANA, SWEDEN, COSTA RICA, NETHERLANDS, 

HONDURAS, CANADA, NEW ZEALAND, AND URUGUAY, ALTHOUGH LAST 
QUESTIONED DRAFT RES APPROACH TO SELECTION OF EXPERTS 
TO STUDY PRESENT DRAFT CONVENTION, ARGUING THAT SYG NOT 
COMITE 3 SHOULD APPOINT THEM. SMIRNOV (USSR) SAID CONVENTION 
ON TERRITORIAL ASYLUM MIGHT JUSTIFY INTERFERENCE BY ONE 
STATE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF ANOTHER, ADDING THAT CONCEPT 
TOO GENERALIZED AND MIGHT MAKE ASYLUM POSSIBLE FOR WAR 
CRIMINALS AND PERSONS WHO HAD COMMITTED CRIMES AGAINST 
HUMANITY. SOVIET DEL CONSIDERS CONFERENCE OF PLENIPOTENTIARIES 
ON TERRITORIAL ASYLUM SHOULD BE LEFT FOR 30TH SESSION TO 
CONSIDER AFTER HRC HAS CONSIDERED DRAFT CONVENTION ON SUBJECT. 

AUSTRIAN REP SAID AUSTRIA FACES HEAVY EXPENSES AS COUNTRY 

OF FIRST REFUGE AND CANNOT AFFORD TO INCREASE CONTRIBUTION 

TO UNHCR; AUSTRALIA ANNOUNCED INCREASE TO APPROX US $470,224; 

FRANCE ANNOUNCED CONTRIBUTION OF 2,500,000 FRANCS. UGANDA 

REP COMPLAINED ON POINT OF ORDER THAT UK REP REFERRED 

TO "UGANDA ASIANS" WHO ARE IN FACT BRITISH CITIZENS. SRI 

LANKA REP SAID PALESTINIAN ARABS HAD BEEN DEPENDENT ON CHARITY 

AS REFUGEES FOR 25 YEARS, WITH BASIC NEED FOR HOMELAND IGNORED, 

PROPERTIES EXPROPRIATED AND NO ATTEMPT MADE BY INTL COMMUNITY 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO SECURE COMPENSATION. AUSTRALIAN REP EXPRESSED SHOCK 
AT RECENT DEATH OF FORMER ETHIOPIAN LEADERS INCLUDING 
FORMER PERMREP ENDALKACHEN MAKONNEN, SAYING THEY WOULD 
NO DOUBT HAVE PREFERRED REFUGEE STATUS. 

IRAQI REP REPLIED AT LENGTH TO IRANIAN COMMENT ON 100,000 
KURDISH REFUGEES UNDER CARE OF IRANIAN GOVT, SAYING IRAN 
AND UNHCR IGNORED IRAQI OFFERS OF AMNESTY AND REPATRIATION FOR 
KURDS. HOVEYDA (IRAN) SAID THIS DEPENDED ON WILL OF REFUGEES 
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AND ASKED WHY IRAQ SPOKE OF AMNESTY FOR WOMEN, CHILDREN 
AND ELDERLY; EACH SIDE REITERATED POSITION. BANGLADESH
